IRISHMEN AND THE ARMY. 


The Daily Mail says:—The question whether 
Irishmen coming over to England to take advan- 
tage of the present labour shortage are “ ordi- 
narily resident in Great Britain" yesterday 
occupied the attention of the Warminster magis- 
trates in a case in which an Irishman in the 
employ of a Reading firm was charged under 
the Military Service Act with not joming the 
Colours on July 24th.

HAMMERING THE HUNS. 


The special correspondent of ‘the Daily News 
at Rotterdam says—Amazingly frank descrip- 
tions of the horrors to which the enemy's 
soldiers are subjected on the Somme front by 
the English and French artillery are given in 
the despatches of a German correspondent. They 
all acknowledge the extent and power of our 
guns, and seek the most lurid phrases to con- 
vey to their readers the frightful character of 
the fighting. ‘“ Like the fire rain of Gomor- 
rah ” is the simile used by Carl Wegener for 
the Allies’ drum fire. In the Aoelnische Zeitung 
he states that the Germans, having had to give 
up a girdle of strongly-built fortified trenches 
at the beginning of the Somme offensive, are 
now holding positions consisting only of a chain 
of shell holes. 


ENOCH ARDENS OF THE 
WAR. 


There is, says the Daily Chronicle, a notable 
multiplication of domestic dramas of the type 
familiar to us through Tennyson’s ' Enoch 
Arden ” and to the French in Balzac’s “ Colonel 
Chabert,”” who, lost on a Napoleonic battiefield, 
returned home to find his wife re-married to a 
nobleman of the Restoration. Thus a Madame 
D——, of Arras, was informed at the beginning 
of the war that her husband had been killed. 
Removing to Paris, she waited some months, 
and then married her brother-in-law. The house- 
hold is now expecting a child, and the first hus- 
band is on his way back from Germany. M. 
Charles Le Goffic cites other cases in the Liberté. 
In a small commune near the Channel two 
soldiers’ wives re-married in this way. The 
death of their first husbands was registered and 
all the papers were in order. But these hus- 
| bands reappeared one fine morning, both of 
them with amputated limbs. 


WAS IT A GERMAN PLOT? 


Fifty gross of cheap shaving brushes, found 
to be infected with anthrax bacilli, have been 
seized in Neweastle and district by the authori- 
ties. They had been imported into England. 
No evidence is available, says the London 
Daily Express, how the brushes came to be in- 
fected, but there is no improbability in the 
suggestion that the nation which has poisoned 
wells and committed other atrocities, should 
have selected this means of diabolical attack on 
its enemies. It is interesting to reeall in this 
connection the fact that similar infection of 
shaving brushes was discovered in London in 
August last year.

The Supreme Command of the Italian Army 
has issued a long review covering a period of 
June to the beginning of August, and describ- 
ing the operations from the time of the Italian 
counter-offensive in the Trentino to the offen- 
sive on the Isonzo.
